The tire-width method of tax- 
ing trucks and trailers was 
superseded by a 100-pound 
weight scale applicable to all 
ears. Thus cars weighing 1,700 
pounds or less will pay a flat fee 
of $10, with cars weighing over 
1,700 and not exceeding 3,000 
pounds in weight paying 90 cents 
a hundred. Cars over 3,000 
pounds will pay at the rate of $1 
a hundred or fraction thereof up 
to but not over 4,500 pounds. 
Heavier vehicles than this will be 
charged $1.10 per hundred. 
License adjustment will be han- 

died as follows: On January 1, 
1930, car owners will pay a half- 
year license fee which will prob- 
ably be recognized through a stick- 
er used in connection with their 
1929 license plates. 

Then in July, 1930, a full license 
fee will be due and payable. 

TIRE REGULATION 

Solid tires will be prohibited on 
the highways of Oregon after July 
1, 1931, but solid-tired trucks with 
a total weight and load exceeding 
18,000 pounds, must after July 1, 
1929, have written permission of 
the highway department or 
county courts. This does not 
apply to vehicles within incorpo- 
rated cities and towns. 

The six-wheel truck was legalized 
effective ninety days after adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature, the weight 
limit to be 27,000 pounds and no 
trailers attached. The supporters 
of this measure brought testimony 
from leading automotive and road 
engineers that six-wheeled vehicles 
do less Camage than four-wheelers,

RETAIL PRICE OF GA®* IN 
INDIANA UP ONE CENT 

Indianapolis, Ind., April 2-—The 
retail price of gasoline was increased 
one cent a gallon throughout In- 
diana by practically every company 
to meet the increase in the gasoline 
tax, which went into effect yester- 
day. The gasoline tax was boosted 
from three to four cents by the 1929 
Legislature for the purpose of rais- 
ing about $5,000,000 additional for 
the state highway fund.

Detroit, The Hudson Mo- 
tor Car Company announces that 
not only are its production and 
shipments at a new high level, but 
that retail sales are now at a higher 
rate than cars are being manufac- 
tured, although the plant has been 
operating at capacity since a little 
after the middle of February. 

Ordinarily the sale of cars does 
not catch up with manufacturing 
schedules until around April 15, but 
Hudson-Essex anticipated this date 
by almost three weeks. In the week 
ended March 27 shipments were 
around 10,300. while retail sales 
were 10,801. Hudson's first quarter 
schedule was almost exactly as 
planned. Early in the year it was 
announced that 109,000 or 110,000 
cars would be built the first three 
months, and this figure was missed 
by less than 1 per cent

March production total enabled 
Chevrolet to break all records for a 
first quarter. Total output for the 
first three months of the current

Administration Building

Lansing, Mich., April 2.—An- 

nouncement has been made by IL 

J. Reuter, president and general 
manager of the Olds Motor Works, 
of the erection of a new adminis- 
tration building on a lot covering 
one city block recently acquired 
by the company. 

Work on the new building is ex- 
pected to start May 1. Contract for 
the work has been let to the Reniger 
Construction Company and will be 
completed about December 1. The 
building will contain 94,168 square 
feet of floor space. 

With the purchase of the block, 
it practically squares up the prop- 
erty of the Olds Motor Works, 
which now consists of approximately 
87 acres. 

The distinguishing feature of the 
new building is the simplicity of 


design 


The building frontage along 
Townsend Street will be 316 feet 
long. This line is broken by wings 
at either end and the main entrance 
located in the center A broad 
flight of steps will lead up to the 
entrance from the sidewalk level to 
massive doors that will open into 
the lobby on the second or main 
floor. At the sides of the entrance 
stone colonnades will extend up- 
ward. These are to be topped with 
a capstone bearing the company’s 
name, 

Limestone is ta be used in 
construction of the colonnades, ex- 
terior building columns and _ the 
trim. The remainder of the exte- 
rior is to be of face brick. At in- 
tervals, just below the roof line. are 
to be carved figures which symbolize 
the crafts employed in the automo- 
tive industry.

ANNOUNCE REDUCTION OF 
FOREIGN AIR MAIL RATES 
Washington, April 2.—Reduction 
and simplification of air mail rates 
to Cuba, the Bahama Islands, Haiti 
Dominican Republic and to and be- 
yond the Canal Zone is announced 
by the Post Office Department in 
conformity to the policy of making 
air mail postage rates cover ordi- 
nary postage as well. The rate to 
Cuba and the Bahamas is now 5 
cents for each half ounce or frac- 
tion. That to Haiti and the Do- 
minican Republic is now 10 cents for 
each half ounce or fraction. Twenty- 
five cents for each half ounce or 
fraction is charged for air mail to 
the Canal Zone and by steamer to 
points beyond.

|WASHINGTON GAS TAX 


INCREASES ONE CENT 


Olympia, Wash., April 2—The 
“East-west” highway bill, ‘imposing 
an increase of 14% cents in the state 
gasoline tax passed at the session of 
the state Legislature just concluded 
has been vetoed by Gov. Roland H 
Hartley. 

The veto of this measure means 
that after July 1, 1929, the state 
gasoline tax will increase to 3 cents 
a gallon, as the governor already 
has signed the “farm-to-market” 
highway bill, providing for an addi- 
tional 1-cent tax on gasoline. The 
present tax is 2 cents a gallon 

The governor also has vetoed a 
bill providing for state seizure of 
motor vehicles used for the trans- 
portation of liquor.

NGINEERS on the new Ambassador Bridge connect- 
ing Detroit and Sandwich, Ont., Canada, are facing 

the very difficult task of taking down 11,000 miles of 
steel wire, which make up the two huge cables, nineteen 
inches in diameter and weighing 2,960 tons, strung from 


the high towers. 


Some time ago work on this $20,000,000 structure was 
halted and there was much conjecture over this matter. 
It has developed that builders of the bridge have decided 
to replace the present cables with new ones because of 
defects found in similarly constructed cables in a bridge 


in the East. 


Engineers say that no defects of any kind have been 
discovered in the present cables, but the decision to make 
a change was a precautionary measure. 

J. A. Bower, president of the Detroit International 
Bridge Company, and the contractors, McClintic-Marshall 
Company, are to be commended for this action, in pro- 
viding for a wide margin of safety in the big structure, 
the main span of which is 1,850 feet long.

Ford Gains Boost January 
Total; Other Makes Up 14.1%

Phoenix, April 2.—Motor truck 
merchants rang up the 1929 cur- 
tain with an even louder bell ring- 
ing over their percentage increases 
over 1928 than did the automobile 
dealers. Commercial car sales in 
January in the aggregate in 
eighteen important cities, whose 
comparative registrations appear 
in the accompanying table, did not 
come so very far from doubling 
those of 1928. 

The real facts in the case, how- 
ever, are thaf the inordinate in- 
crease in truck sales as a whole was 
largely due to Ford’s gains over 
January of last year, in which 
month Ford registrations were a 
practical nullity For instance, in 
the four key cities of Chicago, New 
York, Los Angeles and Detroit, leav- 
ing Ford out of the calculation, the 
gain of other makes, as a whole.

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Used Car Sales Good But Spotty 
In Chicago Section; Prices Firm 


Chicago, April 2.—Sales of used 
cars in Chicago during the month 
of March followed a trend that 
can best be described as regional, 
it is revealed by a survey con- 
ducted in the closing days of the 
first quarter of 1929. 

Dealers in the downtown region, 
and in the area close to the Loop, 
were unanimous in declaring that 
the month had been one of the best 
in point of used car sales in their 
histories. Dealers in the outlying 
portions of the city, where the con- 
sumer buying power is considered 
higher than in the downtown sec- 


tions, report that the month was} 


not out of the ordinary, but that 
the outlook for 
was optimistic. 

“March has been the biggest 
month for used car sales we have 
ever experienced,” asserts C. E. 
Pulin, manager of the used car 
department for the Cadillac-La 
Salle Motor Company. “We be- 
gan to notice that purchases were 
on the up-grade during January 
and February, so much so that we 
were temporarily faced with a 
shortage of stock early in March. 
This was overcome, and we went 
on to sell more used cars in March 
than in any month since we have 
been in business. 

Although complaining that sales 
had fallen off in the last week of 
the month to a negligible figure, 


G. F. Gabriel, used car sales man- | 


ager for the Dashiell Motor Com- 
pany, admitted that the heavy sales 
of the early March weeks had put 
the company well on the way to a 
mew record.

THE BENDIX CORPORATION 

HE BENDIX CORPORATION is unquestionably one of 

the most favorably placed manufacturers in the parts 

and equipment branch of the automotive industry. Great 
strength has been added recently to an already imposing 
position by the acquisition of the Eclipse Machine Company 
and the development of the airplane end of the business. 
Announcements of further acquisitions by Bendix are 
expected soon. 

Here are some 
themselves: 

Bendix has regained the Ford business and now supplies more 
than 90 per cent. of all automobile starting equipment in the United 
States. It also furnishes practically 100 per cent. of the airplane 
starting and lighting equipment and about 80 per cent. of the wheel 
and brake equipment. 

The Bendix Brake Company, the brake manufacturing subsidi- 
ary, produced brakes for 3,592,603 wheels in 1928, as compared with 
1,598,745 in 1927, and the present production schedules are the heav- 
iest in the history of the company. January and February output set 
new records for these months and the March figures will probably 
do the same. On April 1, the company began shipment on an order 
for 150,000 sets of brakes from one car maker, this being the largest 
single order in the history of the company. 

Bendix Service Corporation, formed in January, is away to a good 
start and now has six stations operating, three in Philadelphia and 
one each in Detroit, Chicago and South Bend, Ind. A national chain 
is planned. 

Two new products, a brake tester and a brake drum lathe, have 
been developed and will be marketed through the Bendix Service 
Corporation. They were really developed for use in the shops of this 
subsidiary, but will be sold to outside shops and garages. 

It was recently reported from South Bend that Bendix had pur- 
chased a substantial interest in the Stromberg Carburetor Corpora- 
tion of America, and that Bendix would soon announce a new corpo- 
ration for the manufacture of airplane accessories, with Stromberg as 
an important unit. The Chicago Journal of Commerce reported a 
probable merger of these two corporations. No confirmation has been 
made. 

Earnings of Bendix Corporation in 1928 approximated $2,220,000. 
according to the preliminary report of Vincent Bendix, president, at the 
recent annual meeting. This was after al] charges, including interest on 
the purchase of the controlling interest in the Eclipse Machine Company. 
This latter company earned more than $2,300,000, and if its earnings aiter 
acquisition by Bendix were added to the Bendix income, the amount 
would be around $3.750.000. The Eclipse production schedules are the 
heaviest in the company’s history. It received recently two patent settle- 
ment checks, one of which was for $1,100,000, and the income irom 
these two checks will be nearly $1,000,000, after cost of the litigation.
